Perlously ; while his subsequent advance 
wrcugh upper Louisiana on Shreveport eventaated 
io positive and apparently needless disaster. Gen. 
gieele’s co-operating movement from Arkansas 
yu of course @ failure ; and his subsequent torpor 
at Little Rock, in view of Rebel advances and 
eiective demonstrations on every part of the State 
net ecmmanded by the guns of his central strong- 
hold, is inexplicable on any hypotheis which 
eeacedes to him hearty loyalty and average cap 
ty. His recent deposition is the tardy execution 
ef averdict which the public had long since ren- 
deed It shoukl haye been made months ago. 

The suuggle in Hastern Virginia has becn ardu- 
ous, protracted, bloody, and (to a superficial glance) 
indecisive. Ven. Grant had bat fairly crossed the 
Rappahannock when he was attacked in flank 
while on the march by Gen. Lee, who precipitated 
bis entire army successively on the van, center, 
and rear of ours, expecting to cut it up in detail 
aod burl ite shattered fragments back on the de- 
foxes of Washington. ‘This expectation was 
domed to disappointment. Daring three days’ 
desperate fighting, he inflic‘ed and endured heavy 
jouer—so heavy on his part that he has since stood 
arefally on the defensive. In the many sanguin- 
ay though partial con‘ests which followed, 
during Gen. Grant’s steady advance, by successive 
flanking movements, to the James and the Appo- 
mattox, Lee fought within intrenchments and be- 
hind breastworks, which rendered his losses much 
inferior to curs, eave in the single imstance when 
his right wing was sufprised and several 
thousands of his men captured at Spottsylvania. 
Rince Rishmcnd has been beleaguered by our main 
amy, there have been frequent sharp encounters, 
wkh diverse results, but in no Instance has Lee 
ben tempted to assume the offensive, nor even 
to invite a battle on open and equal ground. Prac- 
tically, he is still detending rather than covering 
Richmond ; with a gallant army, doubtless, and 
with unbounded confidence In his own ability, yet 
Without the numbers in his ranks that would just- 
ify him in risking a decisive measuring on equal 
terme of the strength of his command against that

Uutwn army, mainly of veterans, in good part West- 
un, advanced from Chattanooga in May, through 
sdifticult, mountainous region, intent on the capture 
of Atlanta, the most important focus of railroads 
and Rebe) manufactures in Secessia. He was op- 
posed by Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, at the head of 
sles numerous but brave and disciplined force, 
which Sherman skillfally and resolutely pushed 
back by main strength, through successive attacks 
md fiankings, to the viciaity of his odjec‘ive 

poitt. Here Johnston, being adjudged too caw 
leus, was superseded by Hood, a one-legzed Tex- 
a, who tignalized his accession to command by 
reeolute and repeated attacks on Sherman's lines— 
attacks which were uniformly repulsed with ter- 
nble slaughter. Atlanta was thereupon half in- 
vested and bombarded for weeks to little purpose, 

vhen Sherman, making a feint of retreating, swept 
wound Atlanta, severed Hood’s main line of com - 
nunications with his reserves, and compelled him 
» evacuate the city, which was thus gained with 
Ile bleodshed. Hardly any other achievement 
» important has been so easily effected d uring the 
var. i 

Hood, after a pause of bewikierment, marched 
swiftly and noiselessly to the rear of Gen. Sherman’s 
position, striking his line of railroad half way to 
Chattanooga, capturing one or two insignificant 
pos‘s, and only failing a‘ the more important one 
#Allatoona through the signal courage and resolu- 
Won of its commander. Gen. Sherman, holding 
ut to Atlanta, rapidly retraced his steps with 
wit of bis army, and chased Mood (whose stom. 
wh jor fighting seems to have ere this been 
toyed) westward into Northern Alabams, here 
laving him in flurried expectation of farther and 
‘urgetic pursuit. But Sherman, leaving Gen. 
Thomas with a competent force to confront Hood 
“Tennessee, had olready quietly countermarched, 
wi wasagain in Atlanta, preparing to resume his 
Wrance through Centtal Georgia to the seaboard, 
taving the Confederacy second time, and Hb- 
tating (if possible) our famished, tortured, dying 
rtoners, a8 well a3 thousands of able-bodied, ef. 
itive slaves. Before Hood had divined his pur- 
me, he was already so far on his way as to defy 
¥y effort of his late antagonist to bar his progress. 
pieantione, Gen. Sheridan, commanding the 

tion force in the valley of the Shenandoah, had, 
oy 1%h of September, routed his antagonist, 
- in a pitched battle, swiftly followed by 
a na on the 19h of Getober, by a third, 
lee fre rm results. The loss to the Rebels in 
~ € conflicts must have exceeded ours by 
ss than ten thousand men, with at least fifty 
non and immense quantities of small-arms and 
wy, maerial of war. And the campaign in that 
ley appears to have virtually closed, with the 
Mstige of uniform success gilding our arms. 
Gen: Canby, who succeeds Gen. Banks in the 
*umand of the Gulf Department, has, by capacity 
g00d conduct, retrieved our prestige in that 
Nuter, and has inflicted several damaging blows 
te Rebels. The achievements of Farragut in 
ile Bay, of Giliem in East Tennessee, and the

MISSHAPEN CHRISTIANS.

Nr. Turopoxt Parker declared of a great re 
vival in Boston, that a seore of such excitemeats 
‘would never close a dram-shop or liberate a slave. 
Mr Parker saw through jaundiced eyes; and yet 
he caught the shadowo! atruth. What was it? 
Not that (hbristians have no religion, but that 
their religion needs to be txtter distributed over 
the charecter. It does not fit them. There*is 
clcth encugh, perhaps, in the garment; but here 
it draws 1nd pinches, and there it bulges out too 
far to even touch the wearer. 

We have in mind, for example, a good brother, 
who im some things, isa model. He is orthodox 
asthe Catechism. He is generou; in giving. He 
loves prayer and prayer-meetings. But he has a 
temper like a bomb-thell! We have heard it ex- 
plode in the parlor, and at the dinner-table, to our 
utter corsternation. We remember also a Chris-’ 
tian vom n, whose good works were carried on 
night and Cay at high pressure. There was 
hardly a ragged boy in the neighborhood who had 
notkeen clothe] by her busy fingers. No box 
‘went out to any home-missionsry personage with- 
out its generous contribution from her needle. 
Bi ther self will was simply a nuisance to her 
husband and her friends. Conceited, sour, censo- 
ricus, equeam'sh—she scemed to fee} that anybody 
80 efficient could afford to be unlovely. What if 
a mackine shop #s a perfect Babel of harsh noises, 
and a den of ugly Vulcans, all begrimed with oil 
and dust—provided the establishment turns out 
good work? She congidered herself a sort of 
spiritual machine shop. 

Now, why do Christians make this sorry figure 
of mingled beauty and deformity, like statues fin- 
ished half by a sculptor and half by a stone-ma- 
ton; or trees, loaded with foliage and fruit on the 
one tide, and gnarled and blasted on the other? 
If we only were creatures of a normal growth and 
develoy ment, doubtless either good or evil would 
wholly pervade us. There would be no mixture. 
When angels ccased to be angels, they became dev- 
ils. A healthy, vigorous body digests a poison, 
and sends it with quick palsations through the ar- 
teriez, to envenom every Hmb. A diseasod, en- 
feebled c’reulation leaves it in the stomach, to gan- 
grene and inflame. So too with the min€é. Some 
mon have @ logical straight-forwardnedy that darts 
right on from the premises to its conclusion. 
Their chain of reasoning flashes, like chain-light- 
ning, in an instant through its length. They can 
hardly imbibe an error without becoming all er- 
ror. But many a good soul, short-sighted, logic- 
ally, and self-contradictory, will hold a truth and 
adeadly heresy, lying snugly side by side—the 
pet cefulest bed-fellows in the world. “If it were 
not for the blessed inconsistencies in the logic 
‘of eur Arminian brethren,” Dr. Taylor, of 
New Haven, ured to say, “we ehould have to give 
them up as sheer infidels.” 

But what is the remedy for all the distortion im 
Christian lives? “ More religion”—many reply. 
Bat more religion, merely, will never answer. 
The fact is that genuine piety, true love to God, 
may go on increasing, and yet hardly touch these 
strange eelf-contradictions. The Baptist Watch- 
man ond Reflector declared, just after the great re- 
vivals of 1857, that there were, at that time, more 
disrensions and bickerings in their churches than 
almost ever before. And, worse than that, this 
miechief was brewing in the very churche3 which 
had largely shared tn the great awakening. And, 
worse than tha/, the ferment began, offen, in the 
very midst of the revival iteelf! Probably 
churches ofevery Sect might make the same con- 
fession. . 

Look South for another example. Say what 
you will, and however truly, of the spuriousness 
of pro-sle very religion, no eandid man will deny 
that they have genuine churches in the rebel 
states, and that some of those churches have en- 
joyed genuine seasons of special grace. But with 
what effect on the hideous iniquities of slavery? 
Take that whole southern horizon, in imagiaa- 
tion, into one view ; and you have agrand vision, 
groteeque and horrible—hymn-books and whips, 
hallelujahs and screams, prayer-meetings and auc- 
tions for “niggers ;” young converts going iato 
the chureh and long coffles going into the slave- 


pen. 

The difficulty in all the instances we have cited 
is not chiefly the want of religion. It is the want 
of a special application and enfoncement of relig- 
fon on the special sin of the church or individual. 
We have gone on the false assumption that relig- 
jon, once received, would apply itself. We have 
expected that, in its liquid flow, it would diffuse 
itself 1t rough all the channels of the soul; as it 
weuld in any warm, nature unoursed by 
depravity. We have forgotten that the coldness 
of a tint er's nature ehills the stream to a sluggish 
current, that stops while half the channels yet are 
dry. 

The geod brother we mentioned, with the ex- 
plorive temper, apparently never thought of bring- 
ing bis :eligion to bear on that infirmity. The re- 
Coubtable sis'et, with her bustling charities and 
her ugly will, asked God for everything but the 
Gmsment of a meek and quiet spirit. The 
church r, in the great revival, were more anxious 
to rave sculs than to temper their zeal with love. 
Southern Christians trained the guns of their re- 
boke upon every unpopular ein, shooting clear of 
the by dre-heads of slavery. Here, too, belonged 
the shallow sophiam of the New York American 
Tract Society, that Christianity, carried to the 
Scuch, would somehow apply itself to slavery, 
wi'hout ary unpleasant necessity of running the 
risk of tar and feathers or a “hempen necklace” 
by any more spectal allusion to that disagreeable 
subject. 

Now there are disciples who, it may be with no 
mcre tincerity or selfdevial than the one-sided 
Christians we have alluded to, have a rounded 
and admirable beauty of character. Take them in 
any state of fortune or misfortune, turn them up- 
tide down and over and over with agitations aad 
calamities ; and somehow, like a kaleidoscope, 
they will come up as orderly and beau‘iful as ever! 
The reazon is plain. They carry their religion 
around the whole scope of their characies, bring- 
ing the whole equally under its power. They 
“grew up into Him én ail things whieh is the

A few years since a good deacon ina town of 
Ma‘ sachueetts offered a tract toa mechanic whom 
he found suollivg about on the Sabbath. The man 
turned it over, noticed the imprint of the same so- 
ciety to which we have already alluded, and flung 
it behind bim, crying, “Confound the cowardly 
craft! I won’t sail under that flag?’ Now the of- 
ficers of that society were better. men than this 
Fabbath breaker. But, nevertheless, at the point 
of contact wih him, they were weaker than he. 
He held to a bold rebuke ofa giant evil, in spite 
of its popularity. He stood, as to that, on higher 
grcund than they, and he knew it. Thank God, 
they have come toa better wisdom!

THE DOOMED YOUNG MAN.

Comne through New York on several occa- 
sicns at midnight, from railway-stations, I have 
always found the drinkingsaloons and dance- 
houses in full blaze, and troops of young men about 
their doors at that dark, dangerous hour. This is 
the cevil’s harvest-hour. While good people are 
asleep, the devil is awake and at work. How many 
of these thousands of young men have praying 
parents? How many of them will ever be saved 
from the doom of the drunkard, or the gambler, or 
the liberting? What can be done to sdve them? 

‘These are practical questions for city pastors and 
city Christians. And they are fall of warning too 
to the hundrids of youth who are rushing from 
covntry homcs into -the maelstrom of olty life. | 
Do young fhen from Christian homes always 
realize their tremendous peril, and brace them- 
selves against the first assaultsof temptation? Do 
they really know the terrible damuation that 
fwks beneath the first glass, the first game at faro, 
the first evening in a brothel? When they step 
on Satan’s trap-doors, do they dream cf the pit 
that yawns beneath them? An incident that now 
occurs to we will illus‘rate their own peril and 
their own duty to beware of first steps in sin. 

Several years ago, an eminent city elergyman 
observed among his auditors a young man whose 
appcarance excited in him an unusual interest. Ge 
took pains to learn the youthfal stranger's histo- 
ry. He found that he was a child of pious par- 
ents, and had been trained to respect the ordi- 
nanoes of yeligicn. 

By-and-by the young man was missed from his 
acct stomed place in thesanctuary. The eye of the 
pastorsought him in yain. He had met with a 
ecmpany of lively and engaging skeptics, who had 
persuaded him to abandon the house of Ged for 
the more “ manly” entertainments of their infidel 
clib. fecfiing and sensuality went hand in hand 
in that club-room. “When his conscience stung 
him, the opiate of the bottle scon drowned the 
troublesome monitor. He became an apt sobolar 
in the ways ofsin. No young man commonly de- 
tcends so rapidly into the abyss of dissi pation as he 
who has plunged in from the high stand-point of 
a quiet, mora), couniry life. This young man went 
fast through the several stages of scofling, drink- 
ing, brothcling, drunkenness; and his brief career 
of sin scon did its work of ruin on his slight, deli- 
cate frame, He had not long to learn the terrible 
wath of thoce lines which a half-drunken genius 
once wrote about his own drinking-cup :

I AvP been Bast to New England, and have 
just returned home. This is no uncom non occur- 
rence, you will eay. I know that. Sat I have 
béen out here in the Prairie State nearly twelve 
years, and in al} that time had not seen her rocky 
hills nor heard her clear waters rippling among 
the pebbles till last summer. Soit was an un- 
common occurrence to me. It was unexpected 
too, for I had not supposed this journey among 
the porsibles for me, till God in his providenze 
comm ardd metoset forth. I was very willing to 
obey, for there were the friends of my youth and 
the home of my childhood—dear relatives too, and, 
more then all, my aged parents were yet living— 
my mother a paralytic; and only he who knows 
our inmost hearts can tell my frequent longings 
to once more commune with thoze who have ever 
cherithed me with the warmest parental love. 

My father met me with the same happy smile he 
always wore for his friends,-and I knew he had 
the same warm heart as of yore’ His mind 
ecarctly shows the weight of years, and his soul 
is stayed on God. But my dear mother was 60 
broken down by paralysis that it was a long 
time before I could make her recognize me at all. 
She could not articulate a single sentence. She 
clung to my hand, wept, and smiled, and tried to 
talk, but roon her emotion psesed aWay into for- 
getfulness as it seemed, and she sat in her arm-chair 
perfectly quiet. She descended from the family 
of Nathan Hale, and has been a woman of more 
than ccmmon intellectual strength, a sincere 
Christian, and active in all the benevolent opera- 
tions around her. She was a great reader of re- 
Ngious books. She and my father were perional 
friends of Dr. Ne'tlexn from early life till his 
death, snd he often remarked that she was the best 
female theologian he ever knew ; and several in- 
telligent men, who have been acquainted with 
her more than fifty years, remarking the con- 
trast with her present condition, told me she 
had the strongest mind of any woman of their 
acquaintance. Now every book isa blank to her; 
letters from her children she used to read and re- 
reed—now they are blank too. O could I have 
seen one gleam of intelligence in her eye, or one 
expression of intellect in her countenance, what 
a comfort it would have been! Whenever I came 
nes? her, she would take hold of my hand, but 
hor? much she understood of me I can never 
know. She, appears tq suffer no unessiness of 
for % Tam thankful, and can 
only commit her to Him who loved her and died 
for her, snd whom ske haz been serving nearly 
sixty years. 

Ithank God that I have been permitted to see 
them once more. They are monuments of his 
care ond faithfalmess: father enjoying a happy 
old age, and mother, free from pain and care, 
awaiting the summens to her mansion above. 

Nevertheless, it was no emall trial’to see her 
thus ;, one who had been wont to watch my com- 
ing, to meet me with a fond embrace, an1 to bless 
meat parting. Her last blessing had been given, 
perhaps her last prayer for me had been offered. 
Is it strange that I began to feel my orphanage ? 
I know not how I could have borne it, did not the 
light of the Gospel of Christ shine in this dark 
world. Must the emotions, and experience, and 
sympathies of eighty years be forever obliterated 
from her soul? Will her memory never wake up ft 
Is the fountain of her affections sealed up forever? 
Philoscphy cannot answer. Human learning and 
ecience give us no satisfaction. But we know that 
Christ has “ brought life and immortality to light 
throvgh the Gospel,’ and “ whoso putteth his 
trust in the Lord shall be safe.”

OUR WASHINGTON OORRESPONDENCE. 


Wasnixeron, Dec. 19th, 1864. 

; Wasurneton has been very happy for two 
days over the stirring news from Gen. Thomas. 
It arrived in installments, but on Saturday morn- 

; ing, at about eight o’clock, “ conclusive” advices 
were received by the President, and Mr. Stanton 
ordered Gen. Avgur to fire two hundred guns at 
noon in honor of the great victory. The music 
was very pleasant to hear. The “ sympathizers” 
with “our Southern friends” were very sad, and 
fox that matter so were the gold operators, who 
were looking to see coin rise ia value to 300 with- 
in a few weeks. Theze gentlemen were delighted 
wib Mr. Fessendex’s report, but think it a little 
unfair that Sherman and Thomas should interfere 
so rudely with their business operations! Let 
them watch Butler and Sherman very closely for 
anotber week, or they will experience a second 
shock a gocd deal more startling than the first! 

The mas is now a favorite general with the War 
Depariment. A great dcal of confidence was re- 
pored in him previous to his recent battles, bu’ it 
was known that Le was a little too cautious some- 
times, and early in the week Gen. Grant telegranhed 
him to seize upon a favorable opportunity and 
deal Hood ahard blcw. The work is done, and 
with a commendable degree of thoroughness. 
Through this vietory one can catch glimpses of 
the Peace that is coming. Immediately after the 
Pretiden)ial election, numbers of sanguine people 
seized upon the delusion that peace would soon 
be made by negotiation with the rebel leaders. 
Upon this foolish idea gold fell in value, or paper 
rose, and when the Meseage came out, telling the 
ploin truth, the delusive bubble burst and gold rose 
in price. But these victories hasteh peace and 
render certain the final overthrow of slavery and 
the rebellion. 

The report of Secretary Fessenden produced 
contiderable dissatis‘action ; but as it is carefully 
studied and pondered, it is liked better than at first. 
Mr. Fessenden is not an optimist. Ue is Mr. 
Seward's counterpart. Thinking that the country 
should know the worst, he stated facts. He de- 
sired Congress to legislate in fall view of the 
financial situawion. We shall soen hear from him 
in reference to his policy. Financial men in Con- 
gress say that he will soon etate specifically what 
he wants. go further, and assert that under no 
circumstances will he iseue more paper currency. 
Why, then, did he ask for power to issue more? 
fimply because he desired the money-lenders of 
the country to know that he was not entirely at 
their mercy—that he could, if he was sorely pressed, 
issue more interest-bearing legal-tender bonds. 

There is little risk in predicting his policy. It 
will be, first, heavier taxation, and, second, the sale 
of bonds with interest payable in currency. He 
has becn urged to fix the rate of interest at nine or 
ten per cent. in currency. Whether he will do so 





or not is uncertain ; but if he asks Congress to give

Gen. Foster's co-operative movement has been 
very successful.

and National Integrity. Tho sangu nary repulse 
of Hood's fierce a'tack at Franklin on a part of our 
gallant Army of Tennessee, in which it inflicted 

on the Rebels a loss of not less than five thousand, : 
including Major General Pat. Cleburne and three 

Brigadiers killed, three Brigadiers wounded, and 
anether taken prisoner, was followed last Tburs- 

day by an advance of our whole army, no ¥ con- 

centrated in and around Nashville, upon Hood’s 

well-fort fied lines in front of that city, which 

‘were carried after severe fighting and a loss of about 

three thousand killed and wounded on each side. 

The Rebel host, having halted on its retreat in 

ancther strong position, was driven out of it next 

day, and chased thence through Franklia on its 

way southward, and was still fleeing, still pur- 

sued, at the date of our last aivices, with a fair 

prospeet of being intarcopted end overtaken at 
the crossing of the Tennessee, with the loss of 
all that still gives it the semblance of an Army. 

At all events, Gen. Thomas has already cap- 
tured fifty of the sixty-five cannon which Hood 
brought into the State, ten thousand prisones, 
(3,000 of them wounded), and has killed or disa- 
bled at least five thousand more,so that Hood 
cannot have more than twenty-five thousand left, 
and these so demoralized by defeat, flight, and the 
loss of officers, as not to be equal in effective 
strength to half the foree with which th> Texan 
General entered that State, presuming to lay siege 
to Nashville,and vaunting that hs would advance 
in triumph to the Ohio. He may pcssibly get 
back into Alabama wi'h a remnant of twsnty 
thousend ; but for all offensive purposes, his army 
is annihilated, leaving General Lee's the only 
remaining force of Confederates that is either 
coherent or formidable. 

For Gen. Sherman's march throuzh the heart of 
Georgia, encountering no serious opposition, 
tho."eh he occupied its capital by the way, the 

iaisture fleeing like deer before him, has 
proved wnat the Rebels have indeed “ robbed” (as 
Gen. Gram’ phrased it) “ the cradle and the grave” 
by their suce sive and merciless conscriptions, 
and have indeea 2° reserves to call out but such 
as can by no ma‘DS be induced to come. For 
weeks the people of th, ® loyal Sta‘es had been re- 
galed almcst daily wik’ extracts from leading 
Georgia and Virginia journa'*» purporting to have 
been writtep with finger on Np,: ‘9 anxious fear 
that Gen. Grant and cur Governmnt might ce- 
rive themstrom some hint of the ts®mendous 
Pte>,rations and operations whereby Shermaa’s 
‘prmy either already was or surely was to be sur- 
rounded, arrested, hurled back, eut up, demolished; 
so that Copperhead journals in the Free States 
were’deluded into supposing the situation of our 
army 8 critical and even perilous one, ang to 
croak predictions of its overthrow and ruin. The 
fact that Sherman advanced leisurely from ten to 
twelve miles per day, resting one day in each 
week, was made to argus his perplexity and em- 
Darrassment, when in fact, had he been over- 
powered, on short allowance, and in imminent 
peril, he would doubtless have made all haste to 
the ceaboard by the quickest route left open to 
him. But he marched deliberately and at will, 
covering 2 breadth of thirty to forty miles, de 
stroying the railroads along his route, living 
pountifully off the country, and encountering 
nothing that could be dignified with the name of 
resistance. A small force of Rebel cavalry being 
upon his flanks and rear, sometimes contriving to 
skirmish, but never waiting till artillery could be 
brought against them, yet follo wig afar off, and 
pretending to auccesses that were simply taking 
poseeesion of posts and camps that our men had 
abandoned in pressing forward. Such are the 
slender realities out of which the pursy 
fictions of” Wheeler's combats with and 
defeats of Kilpatrick were evolved. For when 
at lsat Sherman captured Fort McA'l'ster 
by assault, and thus opened fall commun‘cation 
with our fleet in Ossabaw Sound, completing the 
investment of Savannah with its Rebel garrison 
he was utterly unconscious that he had been 
fighting or harrassed, but reported to the War 
ef t that his army was in splendid con- 
dition, that the weather had been fine, the march 

® pleasant one, and that he considered Savannah

is. At all events, Gen. Foster's force on end 
atout Hilton Head, with our powerful fleet in 
these waters, is now in full coo ion with 
him, Savannah completely isolated, #4 all oom. 
munication by railway or telegraph between the 
rebila north and those south of that city @)- 
structed. Doubtless, some sort of intercourse will 
be re-established, but this will take time, and will 
be every way and immensely inferier to that 
which Gen. Sherman has destroyed. No matter 
what may be pretended, his late march has at 
once exposed and aggravated the decay of Rebel 
power. 

Meantime, the Union forces in Eastern Ken- 
tueky and East Tennessee have circumvented 
Breckinridge, have cut his communications, 
and advanced far into South-westera Virginia, 
destroying his supplies, and rendering his posi- 
tion very precarious, if not dangerous. If he is 
enabled to escape into Virginia or North Carolina 
without severe loss, he will be fortunate indeed: 
Nay,as we write, the telegraph brings advices 
from Nashville that he has already been hunted 
cut of East Tennessee, with heavy loss, especi- 
ally of canncn. 

Gen. Canby, in the Department of the Gulf, has 
been striking heavily yet warily the Rebels in 
Miesistippi, routing a considerable force and de- 
stroying a large amount of military stores and 
supplies. He has sent a flying column on an 
upheralded expedition, which may result in the 
capture of Mobile or the recovery of Florida to 
the Union. 

A recent Rebel iccursion inte Sou'h-wes‘ern 
Kentucky is very likely te come to grief through 
the disastrous issue.of Hood's advance. It is 
thought probable that it may be entirely dispersed, 
if not destroyed, . 

Finally, Gen. Butler and Com. Porter left Fo 
ress Monroe last week with a powerful fleet and 
a Jand force of ten thousand, which is very likely 
scon to report i'self at Wilmington, or some other 
important pont on the coast stll held by the 
Rebels. And, when heard from, it will be very 
likely to have done something worthy of record. 
And, best cf all, the President has called for Taree 
Hundred Thousand Mea, to make up the Half 


Million required last Fall, but of which oaly 


Two Hundred Thcusand were obtained, credits 
for back enlistments in the Navy, etc., etc., frit- 
tering away the rest. This call will immensely 
encourage and morally strengthen our armies in 
the field, and the People’s prompt and hearty re- 

p will dly bring the War to a speedy, 
beneficent, and glorious termination. 

Rejoice with us, countrymen whe believe in 
Liberty and Justice for A!l, for the dark days have 
surely passed. Yet a little while, and we shall 
rejoice in a peace based on the everlasting founja- 
tions of Humanity, Nationality, and Freedom ! 








RELIGIOUS RECONSTRUCTION AT THE 
SOUTH. 


Tuers is one difficulty couneeted with the re- 
construction of religious institutionsin the South, 
which Congregationalists will not encounter, but 
which is likely to occasion serieus ombarrass- 
ment to the efforts of denominations conmected 
with what may be called the governed churches ; 


| arising out of their revorence for the figment of 


church unity. The principle which binds such 
churches together obliges all to recognize the 
regular standing of each, and the validity of all 
its doings. The idea of an appeal from the de- 
cision of a church, as to a court or judicatory, 
includes in it the right of carryirg a question, by 
successive appeals, to a place of final hearing, 
where all questions shall be decided authorita- 
tively by the voice and wisdom of the whole de- 
nomiastion. It is never pretended, so far as we 
sre acquainted, thatthe ri-ht of jurisdiction can 
be acquired in any other way. Three chure es, 
or ten churches, just because they are three or 
ten, have not therafere a natural right of jaris- 
dcionover one church. Itisonly by assuming 
that the court of the last resort represents a unit, 
or whole, of which the local ehurch is a part or 
member, that a shadow of warrant can be given 
for the suthority which is wielded over tho 
losal church, in reversing its decisions or 
dictaling its act’on. And it is this as 
sumption to which we apply the term, a 
figment. It has no warrant in Scripture or rea- 
son, but is mere creation of the human m nd. 
Men create them at their own disoretion, and 
therefore can impart to them no authority or 
soundness beyond that which exists in them- 
selves. The stream can never rise highsr than 
issouree. The only pretense of seriptural war- 
rant for this factitious unity is made up by a col- 
lection of sundry passages, from which, by a 
vigorous jump, the inference is arrived at, that 
there is such a unity as “ Christ's visible church 
on earth,” and that ¢his unity must have the right 
of government over its parts. But none of these 
denominational chief judicatories pre‘ends that s¢ 
isthat body. Hence it is only by usurpation that 
it pretends to possess the prerogatives, or to wield 
the powerr, or confer the authority upen its sab- 
ordinates, which might be supposed to belong to 
“Chr’st’s visible church on earth,” if one could 
find the seat of such a body. The ourrent idea of 
ecclesiast cal unity, as including a power to bind 
the local churches, is therefore a mere figmont. 
But if this is abandened, them all the churches 
become at once purely congrezational, influenced 
by opinion as far as it goes, and Teceiving advics 
from their equals, which they fol'ew or not, as to 
esch one of them seems to be right. 

But this figment of church unity, although 
having no real validity, yet becomes aa odstruc- 
tion or a snare to thechurches in the great work 
of reconstruction which is new before us, because 
it is unavoidable that, under this assumption, 
thore ehurches will find themselves constantly 
implicated in relations of church-fellowship with 
ministers and members who are all foul with 
the sin and guilt of trsason against their lawful 
government. None of these denominations have 
ever disowned fellowship with their Southsra 
members by any authoritative act. They were 
in fall fellowship up to the rebellion, and retain 
the formal title to their ecclesiastical relation 
unimpaired. The Presbyterians recoznize the 
Synod of Fentucky,and the Synod of Kentasky 
recognizes Stuart Robinson and hi’ assosiates. 
The Methodist ministers from the Free States 
unite in religious exercises with those of ths 
Chureh South as all Methodis's together. The 
Epiecopalians never disowned Bishop Polk, and 
they new recognize Bishop Willmer as the equal’ 
in authority of Potterand M'Ilvaine. A cor-e- 
spondent of the Western Episcopalian wrote from 
Atlanta, during the occupancy of our troops 
there: 

“It may be injeresting to yeur readers to know 
that a presbyter efthe Diocese of Ohio assisted ia 
the services of St. Philip’s Church, Atlanta, key. 

Andrew Freeman recter, on Sunday, feptemir 
4, 1864, the 15th Sunday after Trinity. On the 
morning of that day a band played ‘ My Country, 
tis cf ’ before the chureh-<doors, and the Key. 
rec‘or of St. Philip’s not being quite ready to use 
the prayer for the President; R-v J. B. Britton, in 
surplice, read the morning service aa itis, Mr. 
Freeman taking the ante communion service, and 
preaching ; whilst the two ministers, one of the 
rebel Diocese of Georgia, and the other of the 
Unien Diocese of Ohio. united in the participation 
oftbe Holy Communion. and its administration to 
the few somewbat astonished parishioners remain- 
ing in the city.”

ceed. But it is in striet aecordanse with {the 
doctrine of churoki unity, which is at the founda- 
tion cf all the organizations named. With re 
gard to the Baplists, we do not speak so explicitly, 
because they ere Cougregational in theory, 
though im practice they have often seemed to 
meke the rights snd wishes of individaael 
churches subordinate to ths unity of the deaom- 
ination. Buthow easy it is to see that it mus‘ be 
& very great drawback upon the moral power of 
a bedy of churches, to be thus hindered from the 
power of drawing a line between rizht and 
Wrong, in a case where the Scripture rule is 5? 
plain. To be thus self-disabled from condsmninz 
treason by disowning the traitor, to be self-ham- 
pered by a human invention, to be self-subjaga- 
ted to a known figment, te put on these shackles 
and carry this lie in hand when going forth to 
restore the institutions and power of the Gospel; 
to ca'ry fellowship with traitors as the banner of 
reconstruction after the desolations which 
treason has made, must grisvously impair 
the power for good, at a time when all 
availatle power is needed to meet the in- 
herent difficulties of the situation. Nor will it be 
surprising to find that this very necessity of keep- 
ing fellowship with the leaders of rebellion will 
shut vp the door of access to the population that 
will remain after law and order shall have been 
restored. Words cannot express the abhorrence 
which those restored people will feel toward those 
preachers and leaders who, in the casred name of 
religion, have plunged them into all this woe, and 
epread such horrid desolation over their country. 
While longing to enjoy anew the consoling power 
of religion, they will loathe these apestate priests 
as the very cmizearies of hell. And those who 
come to them hand in hand showing that, prao- 
tically, they are all one, and that they are bring- 
ing back the came religion which they had before 
—surely, the difficulties of reconstruction must be 
vastly enhanced. What benefit can the figment 
of church unity bring that will counterbalanse 
so great a hindranoe ? 

It is not neceasary to show that Congregation- 
alist will go to the South entirely free from these 
embarrazements. We tell theae people, who wish 
again to enjoy the privileges of religion, that any 
convenient number of Christians can form & 
church for themselves, under the sole authority 
of Jesus Christ, neither bound to govern other 
churchee, or to be governed by them, free to do 
all the good they can in such way as they deem 
best, to keep Cheir own hands and garmonts as 
clean as they please, without defilement from 
any body else. 


‘ THE CAMPAIGN. 


On the 14th of November last Gen. Shorman 
left Atlanta. On the 10h of December he was 
at Savannah. On the 13th he had taken Fort 
McAllister and was in communication with the 
fleet. Between the 10th and 13th he had com- 
pletely invested Savanneh, shutting up within its 
defenses an army of 15,008 men under Hardee, 
and a non-fighting population of 25,000 souls. 
Such a month’s work had not been done since the 
war began. When €Sherman’s plan was first 
guessed, the Richmond papers pronounced him 
crazy. Military pedants at the North—the spawn 
of West Point—shook their heads owlishly. The 
march was supposed to bo beset with difficulties. 
Reads could be blockaded, bridges destroyed, for- 
ests felled, provisions along the line burnt, 
flank and rear of the advancing columns inces- 
santly harrassed by the enemy’s cavalry. The 
Georgia militia wore the hope of the Rebellion. 
That gesconading guerrilla genoral, Wheeler, has 
during the last month fought on an average 
about three battles a day against Sherman’ forces 
—if the Richmord papers are to be credited—and 
the aggregate of losses suffered at his hands 
equals,on the same authority, about the whole 
bumberofmen uader Sh:rmin’s commind. And 
yet our General remarks inhis brief Way that 
his“ mareh was most agreeable, and we were 
notat all mo'ested by guerriilas.” He has not 
lost a wagon on the trig ; and“ the army is in 
splendid order and equal to anything.” Must we 
conclude that chivalrous Richmond editors simply 
lied ? 

The unopposed march of Gen. Sherman through 
the rickest and mos: populous state in the Rebel 
Confederacy is consistent with no other theory 
than that which Gen. Grant tersely expressed in 
his well known declaration that the Rebellion is 
ashell. There has not been even an effert to 
stop Sherman. There were no troops to send 
against him, none for the protection of the two 
hundred miles of railway he has destroyed, none 
for the defence of a sinzle city on his road. And 
as for the 15,000 who momentarily resist Sher- 
man’s entrance into Savannah, they are 15,()00 
additional trophies te grace and to augmont the 
triumph of the early day which will see thatc 
at the feet of its conqueror, and the stars 
atvipes floating again from its spires. The fori 
and earthworks which environ the town may bo 
song or weak; it matters little. 
thousand mouths to be fed inside are more terri- 
bie than the forty theusand foes without. 

We are sorry to have to add a single word 
of criticism upon Gen. Sherman’s dispatch. His 
allusion to the loyal blacks who flocked to his 
standard is brutal. He takes pains to speak 
twice of “negroes, mules, and horses.” His 
“ first dutv will be to clear the army of surplus 
negroes, mules, and horses,” lumping them as all 
beasts alike. Did he forget the negro garrisons 
in Tennessee which made his march possible ? 

—The victorits of Thomas at Nashville seem 
to be decisive. He attacked Hood on Thursday 
morning, the 15th, drove his left wing and center 
eight miles, captured numerous guns and prison- 
ers; followed up the advantage on Friday and Sat- 
urday, and by afternoon of the last day of. the 
week Hood's rear-guard was twenty-six miles 
eouth of Nashville. That is a very good style of 
work. But Hood's campaign had reached the 
peint when its unsoundness was sure to be de 
veloped. Itcan scarcely be doubted he was pre- 
paring to retreat when Thomas fell upon him and 
saved him the trouble of completing his pre;ara- 
tions. The rebel army was greatly inferior to 
the force which it made a pretenss of besieg'ng 
in Nashville, and its attitude in such ciroum- 
stances Was a piece of bravado for which it has 
paid roundly. Not less than a third of Hood's 
army is gone. We have five thousand prisoners, 
atleast. The killed and wounded must exceed 
that mumber. Add the stragglers, who on such & 
retreat are always in great force, and it is difficult 
to believe that Hood can reach the south side of 
the Tennessee river with a loss of less than fifteen 
thousand men. It dves not appear that his whole 
command at any one time exceeded 45,000. Gen. 
Thomas has thus redeemed the retreats with 
which his defense of Tennessee began, and if he 
caries to the end the pursuit and persistent at- 
tack of Hood as he did for three days of last week, 
will earn a reputation for dash and activity equal 
to his previous high renown as a general skilled 
in defeneive warfare. 

It is difficult to ever-estimate the influence of 
these operations on the military fortanes of the 
Rebellion.” If Hood is destroyed, what is there 
left to oppose Sherman and Thomas? The 
whole Southwest is open to the unshecked incur- 
tion, and to the secure possession even, of the

what hope remains to either of them to make a 
stand for the future? Yet besides them there 
is no organized rebel fores outside of Virginia 
and east of the Mississippi. ; 
The only failure in the combined operations 
of this eventful week was on the part of Warren's 
expedition to Welden. That general marched to 
within twenty miles of Weldon, tore up sone 
miles of railroad track, and retirned to camp. 
He @oes mot seem to have made any serious ef- 
fort to force the passage of the Meherrin river.

cents itself to the eye ina more pleasing aspect 
than at this festive season of the year, when every 
sentient being seems to rejoice in the mercies of a 
beneficent Providence that has so crowned the 
labors of the husbandman ; while the return of the 
season cannot fail to recall to every devout mind 
the remembrance of God’s “ unspeakable gift” to 
the world in the advent of his Son, to engage in 
the great work of man’s redemption. And yet, 
amid all the joy and innocent hilarity caused by 
the return of the season, the affectionate father, as 
he looks around his domestic circle, and gratefully 
acknowledges the gift of God in the wife who has 
been to him as a “fruitful vine,” at the children 
like “olive-plants around his table’—while he 
1ecognizes the truth of God’s Word, that“ children 
are a heritage of the Lord,” and rejoices that “ his 
quiver is fall of them”—sometimes finds the pros- 
pect overcast and clouded by the reflection that his 
death wonld leave them helpless, or dependent on 
the cold charity of the world for comfort, or, it 
may te, subsistence.

These children, too, 
to whom want, discomfort, and inconventenos 
have been known only by report—for whose com- 
fort and maintenance he woukl, if possible, “ coin 
his heart, and drop his blood for drachmas,” 
he sees in want of the common necessaries of life, 
or eating the bitter and, it may be, grudgingly be 
stowed bread of dependence. 

This is no picture of the fancy. It is the expe- 
rience ofevery man who feols his responsibility to 
Ged and bis duty to these whom God has gives 
him, and whoee circumstances do not perm't him 
to accumulate during his lie asum sefficient to 
support them afier his death. The obligation rest- 
ing upon every man to provide for his family is 
net confined to a provision during his life; and 
the quettion will obtrude itrelfon the mind of 
every hustend and father, whese comscience and 
eenee of right are in a sound and healthful state, 
how far he is justifiable in accustoming her who 
has been the partner of his sorrows and his joys, 
and those who derive their being from him, to all 
the comforts and enjoyments arising from the 

sense of home aad the luxury of independence, and 
allowing them at his death to drop suddenly into 
the most deplorable of all conditions, that of sud- 
den and unmerited poverty. This question, we 
eay, will obtrude itself on the mind of every euch 
man, and, like Banquo’s ghost, will not down “ at 
his bidging,” but will continue to haunt him un‘il 
it is effectually jad by his eecuring a’ provision for 
those who are dependent on him. It is here that 
life assurance imterposes with the proffer of its be 
nign inetrumentality, and tenders its good offices 
to provide for those who would be otherwise des 
titute, and to remove from the bresst of the hus 
band and father the harrowing feeling of hopeless 
anxiety, which, if unrelieved, will plant a thorn in 
bis dying pillow and add a more poignant anguish 
to the sgony of death. There isa numerous class 
of persons to whom life assurance must commend 
itself with emphasis, should each of them con:ent 
to become fauniliar with its benign provisions. 

The great Dr. Johnson was accustomed to say 
that‘ mankind did not so much require instruct 
ing as they did reminding,” and we all know and 
can feel how true was this enunciation. Have 
apy of us ever failed in our duty to our Maker, our 
neighbor, or ourselves, for lack of knowing it? 
We have not! Whois ignorant of what is right? 
No one. We have been imbued with the princi- 
ples of good till the knowledge of it appears like 
intuition, and yet how often do we require to be 
reminded of our duty ! We may ask one man after
